us not be ilightened 
by 
our 
own 
prodigious shadow as ii projects it­ 
self into world affairs . Let us not 
be. detered from our manifest duty 
and destiny by a craven fear of be­ 
coming great in giving service and 
direction to a world in a dire hour 
of its need and distress.”

that 
the 
war had 
shaken the social order to its foun­ 
dations, the Virginia senator said it 
was the paramount obligation of re­ 
sponsible statesm en to prevent an­
